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18 Year Old Killed at Residence Party 



SASKATOON (CUP) -The 
death of an 18-year-old man 
following a rowdy university 
residence party has prompt- 
ed the administration at the 
University of Saskatchewan 
to crackdown on student 
drinking. 

Administrators, shocked 
by the death of Shawn 
Reineke, have refused to 
issue any more liquor permits 
at the university for an 
undetermined period of 
time. Reineke's body was 
found Sept. 29 in a residence 
garbage bin after having 
been dropped seven storeys 
down a garbage disposal 
chute. 

Reineke, a native of 
Hodgeville, Sask., was dis- 
covered in the early morning 
following a Sept. 28 party 
and died at the University 
hospital shortly before noon. 
Some residents say the body 
was covered in mustard, 
whipped cream and residue 
from a fire extinguisher. 

Saskatoon police confirm- 
ed that the body was covered 
in a "white foamy substance" 
and say they suspect foul 
play Alcohol played a large 



part in the man's death, 
according to police. They 
have questioned numerous 
people already. 

I'm sure somebody knows 
something but we haven't 
talked to anyone who does 
yet," police inspector Ed 
Grabowski said 

Residence manager Neil 
Nickel said Reineke did not 
likely fall into the garbage 
chute, leading police to 
suspect he was shoved. 
"These are standard garbage 
chutes," said Nickel. "We 
are amazed that someone 
could in fact get in there- it 
that is the case." He refused 
to elaborate. 

Garbowski said although 
no one has been arrested yet, 
the charges could range from 
death by criminal negligence 
to murder. 

Roland Muir, assistant to 
U of S administration presi- 
dent Leo Kristjanson, said he 
also suspects liquor played a 
part in the man's death. 

"There is strong evidence 
that there was liquor involv- 
ed in the tragic accident/' he 
said. 

Muir said no permits will 



Students Turned Away 



TORONTO (CUP)-You open 
up your newspaper in the 
morning and . there they 
are-snapshots of smiling 
students. 

Their black and white 
faces appear happy but the 
message in bold print beside 
them is enough to make you 
wince. "Fifty thousand quali- 
fied applicants will be turned 
away from university in 
Ontario in the next 10 
year's," it reads. 

The grim advertisements, 
appearing in major newspa- 
pers in Ontario, are part of a 
campaign launched by the 
Ontario Confederation of 
University Faculty Associa- 
tions to warn the public 
about the dangers of under- 
funding. 

The confederation wants 
to let the public know that 
students are being squeezed 
out of the university system 
and many who are qualified 
will be denied the opportun- 
ity to walk down the 
hallowed halls of post-sec- 
ondary institutions. 

And it has carefully timed 
the advertisements to appear 
while a commission investi- 
gating the future develop- 
ment fo Ontario's universi- 
ties prepares to release its 
report in November. 

Confederation president 
Bill Jones says the organiza- 
tion is extremely worried 



about the impact that the 
Bovey commission-named 
after entrepreneur Edmund 
Bovey- will have on the 
education system. 

"The Bovey commission is 
not set up to deal with the 
fundamental problems of the 
universities," he said. "We 
hope that will change." 

The commission recently 
completed a 12-city, month 
long tour complete with 
public hearings and submis- 
sions from several university 
groups. 

Jones says the confedera- 
tion recommended to the 
commission that university 
operating grants be increased 
to between six and seven per 
cent of the provincial budget 
or about $450 million. 
Operating grants today have 
dropped to about four per 
cent of the budget, despite a 
60 per cent increase in 
overall enrolment. 

"The government assigns 
a relatively low priority to 
universities. Only a minority 
see the direct benefit (of 
them) -we have a difficult 
case to make in a democracy 
(where the majority is 
important)," he said. "Uni- 
versities are at fault because 
they haven't explained what 
universities do." 

Jones said the confedera-

be approved until the univer- 
sity's current policy of 
granting liquor licenses is 
reviewed. He suggested the 
university may change its 
license requirements and 
stiffen security. 

Nickel added: "We are 
considering what we can do 
to have better control over 
outside people while keeping 
in mind that this is home to 
quite a few students who 
have rights to have outside 
visitors. 

Ian Wagner, U ot S 
student council vice-presi- 
dent, said thecouncil plans to 
fight against the suspension 
of liquor permits. "They can't 



do this forever. I think this is 
just a quick reaction." 

Reineke was neither a 
resident of the university 
residence in which he was 
found dead nor a U of S 
student. 

He was not the only 
student to have died this year 
in circumstances where al- 
cohol was involved. A first 
year student at the University 
of Guelph, Wouler Van 
Stralen, was killed by an 
impaired driver who was 
being pursued by police 
Sept. 16. 

And 17-year-old Jeff 
NeMarsh drowned after he 
fell off a ferry into Lake 



Ontario Sept. 5 He was 
taking part in a Ryerson 
Polytechnicat Institute frosh 
picnic, and police say 
alcohol consumption contri- 
buted to his death. 

In Canada, an alcohol- 
related accident occurs on 
average every 17 minutes 
and results in 57 deaths each 
week. 

At the University of B.C., 
housing officials are thinking 
of restricting the consump- 
tion of alcohol and number 
of parties on campus. They 
have already presented the 
proposals to the administra- 
tion, but students are circula- 
ting a petition opposing the 
move. 



Impact Staff Locked Out by Council 



OTTAWA (CUP)-Deter- 

mined to keep the presses 
rolling, the staff of Algon- 
quin College's student news- 
paper, Impact, are fighting^ 
the student councM's dec-- 
sion to shut down the weekly 
publication. 

About three editors and 
15 reporters plan to publish 
the paper as regularly as 
possible with advertising 
revenue and donations. They 
have gathered nearly 1,400 
signatures on a petition 
demanding the paper's con- 
trol be returned to the staff 
and that the four paid staff 
members fired be reinstated. 

The Algonquin student 
council executive changed 
the locks on the Impact 
office doors Oct. 1 and 
posted a sign on the door 
which said the Impact had 
been "officially shut down." 



Conflict between the 
newspaper staff and the 
council has been brewing 
since the summer, when the 
council executive dissolved 
"the r.cw^popcrts board of 
directors, and hired a com- 
munication manager. 

"The council executive 
has no concept of freedom of 
the press and what's just and, 
decent in this world," said 
Impact editor Andy Kolas- 
inski. 

Council members say 
"gross insubordination", the 
paper's alleged poor quality 
and refusal to comply with 
"directives" issued by the 
council's comminications 
manager, Jean-Paul Murray, 
prompted the executive to 
close the newspaper. The 
executive members were 
elected on a platform of 
increasing communication 



with the college's 9,000 
full-time students. 

The directives, set by the 
executive and begrudging]^ 
agreed to by Impact's editor, 
include weekly profiles of 
student leaders, a "good 
news" column, photo funnies 
crossword puzzles and col- 
umns on careers, garage 
mechanic tips and answering 
students' personal problems. 

"Council doesn't want to 
publish a newspaper at 
Algonquin, it wants to 
publish mush," said Cana- 
dian University Press presi- 
dent Andre Picard. "Their 
new mandate calls for no 
accountability on the part of 
the council at all. That's no 
way to improve communica- 
tions, that's a way of stifling 
debate and democracy."

Radio Station at Laurentian 



Laurentian's Students' 

General Association passed a 
motion at Tuesday's meeting 
to "spend up to $5770." on a 
closed-circuit radio station 
for L. U. campus. 

The sum of money corres- 
ponds with the estimated 
costs of running the station 
for one year as proposed by 
the Laurentian Radio Feasibi- 
lity Committee. 

The Committee, made up 
of interested Laurentian stu- 
dents, submitted their final 
report to council Tuesday 
They concluded that "encou- 
raging prospects exist for 
establishing a radio station at 
Laurentian at this time." 

The proposed system will 
have its signal carried to 
three or four speakers loca- 
ted throughout the university 
via special Bell telephone 
lines A broadcast studio will 



be temporarily set up in the 
disc jockey's booth in the 
Voyageur Pub. 

The Feasibility Committee 
has already secured approval 
from both the Director of 
Services and the Physical 
Service Plant of the univer- 
sity to set the system up on 
campus. 

The SGA hope to buy used 
radio equipment from the 
University of Toronto Radio 
for $3150 according to the 
estimated operating costs 
breakdown in the commit- 
tee's report. Six hundred and 
seventy dollars was budgeted 
for programming supplies 
including $200. for new 
record releases. 

Dan Fife, SGA Vice-Presi- 
dent in charge of services 
and a Feasibility Committee 
member. said, "the important 



thing about this is it's a 
start." 

Committee colleague, and 
originator of the proposal, 
Chris Dodd agreed. "It's no 
longer a pipe dream, "he said. 
"U of T started with four 
thousand dollars and a few 
Beatles records back in 
sixty-eight. Now they're ap- 
plying for full FM rights." 

A new radio committee 
will be set up to co-ordinate 
the operations of the station. 
Vice-President Fife is looking 
for members. 

"If the students know that 
its reality we won't have any 
problem getting the people 
we need/'Fife said. 

The first meeting of the 
new radio committee will be 
Monday October 15 at 5 p.m 
in the SGA office at G-9 
Student Street. 
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Near the end of September twenty-five students at U of T occupied the 
Dean's office to demonstrate their frustration with the effects of underfunding. 
The demonstration could have happened at any campus across Canada because 
the effects are virtually the same everywhere-overcrowding, limited course 
selection and overloaded professors. This does not constitute a quality 
education. Indeed it does not even make for an adequate education. 

We have been promised the funds "that are necessary to ensure the delivery 
of programs in the areas in which there is demand." At least that is what Bette 
Stephenson told us. What she didn't tell us is that we have to show this demand. 
How should we do this most effectively? Perhaps the U of T's newspaper The 
Varsity said it best. 

Demonstrate 

In theory it's quite simple. You see the problem, and you act to eliminate it. 

You notice that your classes contain eighty students when they should 
contain eighteen, and that the tutorial you were expecting will not be 
forthcoming. You recognize the problem as one of underfunding, of a 
misplacement of priorities at the provincial level, and so you get together with 
friends and fellow students to put pressure on the university administration, and 
to attract media coverage to what you think is a worthwhile cause. You amass 
enough support to make a Tory government keen on sailing through an 
upcoming election change its collective mind about post-secondary education. 
There. Problem solved. 

In reality, however, it's not quite as simple as that. As much as they think a 
problem exists, students ar extremely reluctant to make waves. They would 
rather put up with a less than adequate situation than convince 
similarly-minded peers to risk embarassment and openly criticize the system. 

Hence the probable amusement with which most of you greeted the hews of 
the occupation of the office of the Dean of Arts and Science last Thursday. A 
throwback to the sixties? Perhaps. But the sixties was a decade of active student 
involvement in issues which concerned the quality of university education. In 
the sixties students upset with contemporary conditions knewby and large if and 
where they had support from their peers. In 1984 the student voice has been 
sufficiently fragmented and polarized to prevent individual students from 
feeling confidnt enough to act. 

Yet there's no doubt that the silent support is there; the potential for massed 
action is tremendous. 

The main stumbling block is attitude. The cynical student who smeers at the 
terms "demonstration" and "sit-in" is digging his or her own grave, as these 
terms sound only as dated as the concept of student influence in the direction of 
post-secondary education. Appealing to the public at large through the media 
by demonstrating one's point is essential if the government, which relies on the 
support of the public, is to stand up and take notice. Far from being silly, the act 
of protesting can be an extremely effective mechanism to bring about change. 

Support those few souls who last Thursday took it upon themselves to take 
the first step. And convince others around you to follow their example. You 
canhave a say in all of this, if there are enough of you. 

It's not as difficult as you think.

Council Locks Out Impact Staff

Sylvain Rocque, Algon- 
quin student vice-president 
finance, said the council 
plans to start publishing its 
own version of the impact in 
November with a new staff 
willing to fulfill its demands. 
He added former staff 
members are free to reapply 
for editorial positions. 

Rocque, along with stu- 
dent president Daniel Carri- 
ere and student vice-presi- 
dent Richard Lanoue, decid- 
ed at an informal meeting to 
fire Impact's paid staff and 
change the locks on the 
door. They informed the 
communications manager of 
their decision in the college's 
corridor. 

Carriere and Lanoue refus- 
ed to return calls to their 
offices. Rocque claimed the 
executive has the power to 
make such decisions and that 
the firings complied with the 
Employment Standards Act. 

Rocque denied the coun- 
cil's decision usurped the 
staff's democracy and infrin- 
ges on Algonquin's freedom 
of the press. 

"The newspaper is owned 
by the student union and we 
should have full say over its 
operations," Rocque said. "I 
don't think a newspaper 
needs to run democratically. 
A government does, but not 
a newspaper." 

Picard disagreed. "Impact 
is a student paper operating 
democratically with student 
money," Picard said. "It's not 
a student union paper. If 
council wants them to be 
accontable, let them be 
accountable directly to stu- 
dents. That was the purpose 
of the board of directors 
council abolished." 

Rocque said the executive 
was also upset by some 
drinking that had taken place 
in the newspaper office and 
he claimed the newspaper 
staff bribed a security guard 
with alcohol to ensure the 
non-licenced drinking could 
continue. 

Kolasinski said, however, 
he thinks the closure was 
provoked by council objec- 
tions to a Sept. 25 editorial in 
which the council directives 
are said to "allow the student 
union to check the paper 
over for error and any other 
damn thing they don't like." 
Kolasinski said council 
executive members have 
insisted on proofreading the 
paper before it goes to press 
and found the editorial "not 
polite." 

An article and graphic in a 
recent issue linking the 



security during the Pope's 
visit to Canada to the 
U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency also angered the 
council executive, Kolasinski 
said the council wants the 
newspaper to turn a profit 
and thinks that it can run the 
paper more cost-effectively 
by taking over its operations. 
The council gives the paper 
$26,000 annually from its 
student levy of $625,000. The 
balance of the paper's 
$50,000 budget comes from 
advertising revenue. 

Picard added; "If they 
think a paper at the college is 
going to turn a profit, they're 
fooling themselves. That 
argument is a joke," Picard 
said. "Algonquin council is 
one of the richest college 
unions in the country." 

Impact staff has received 
financial help to put out its 
first issue from college 
teachers giving individual 
donations, the faculty asso- 
ciation and from Canadian 
University Press, a cooper- 
ative of 55 student news- 
papers across the country. 
Cup has given the Impact an 
advanace on its expected 
advertising revenue, and 
provided them with alternate 
office space. 

The student newspaper at 
the University of Ottawa, 
The Fulcrum has offered use 
of its typesetting and layout 
facilities. 

But one Impact staff 
member might not be able to 
help put out regular issues of 
the paper. Assistant editor 
Ann Sullivan, who was fired 
from her job which paid a 
weekly salary of $175, must 
now move to her former 
home in Newfoundland be- 
cause she does not have the 
money to stay. 

"It screws up an entire 
semester. The two courses 
I'm taking are completely 
down the drain," said Sulli- 
van. "I want to stay here and 
help out, but I have to eat." 
Sullivan has obtained 
legal advice to the effect that 
she has a good case for 
wrongful dismissal against 
the council. Because Sullivan 
was hired by Impact staff and 
they still support her, the 
lawyers feel she could get up 
to eight weeks separation 
pay even if the firing is 
upheld. 

Impact staff has already 
gathered enough signatures 
on a petition to call a general 
meeting of students, at 
which time they hope to 
overturn council's decision.

College Teachers Vote Strike 



TORONTO (CUP)-College 
teachers at Ontario's 22 
community colleges voted 78 
per cent in favor of a strike 
and if a settlement is not 
reached this week, pickets 
could be set up around 
campuses by Oct. 17. 

About 7,600 teachers, 
counsellors and librarians 
could be walking the picket 
line and about 120,000 
community college students 
will be affected. 

The strike vote followed 
weeks of talks and a 
controversial last-minute 

offer in late September from 
the Council of Regents, 



which represents the col- 
lege's administration and 
college and universities mini- 
stry in the negotiations. 

Union president Sean 
O'Flynn said the union 
rejected the last-minute offer 
because it did not deal with 
the union's workload de- 
mands. 

The offer included a five 
per cent increase in salary 
bur O'Flynn said the issue is 
the teachers' workload, not 
money. Instructors now 
teach 19 to 22 hours per 
week, in addition to marking 
time and time spent develop- 
ing curricula 



Margaret Hart, a Humber 
College teacher, said the 
teachers want time to devol- 
op a working relationship 
with their students, mark 
their papers and prepare the 
day's lesson. 

"Most teachers don't want 
to strike, but we must take a 
stand on workload," she said. 

Hart said if the issue of 
workload is not settled to the 
union's satisfaction, the qual- 
ity of education in Ontario's 
community colleges will 
drop drastically 

The teachers have been 
without a contract since 
Aug. 31

is augmented by fabulous 
costumes and fantastic light- 
ing. 

A Stratford veteran, Nich- 
olas Pennell, was superb in 
his double role of both 
Theseus, Duke of Athens, 
and Oberon, King of the 
Fairies. His counterpart, 
Patricia Connolly was equal- 
ly good in her roles as 
Hippolyta, Queen of the 
Amazons, and Titania, 
Queen of the Fairies. 

An added treat, and one 
of my personal favourites, 
Brian Bedford appeared as 
Nick Bottom. Too bad he 
had to wear an ass's head for 
most of the play (right, 
girls?!) 

All in all, the trip was 
much enjoyed and very 
much worth the money 
spent. I strongly urge all 
interested to seriously con- 
sider next year's excursion.
